required to render service, Over 21,000 
enlisted in services other than C.E.F., 
and about 16,000 Were reservists here 
and of allied countries who were sent 
by the Canadian government to the 
colors in their own armies,

THE “HIGHER UPS” 


Demand Is Made upon the 
Government to Get 
After Them 


VANCOUVER, Dec. 16.——-A declara- 
tion favoring an immediate investiga- 
tion of operations in British Columbia 
of the prohibition act was made this 
afternoon by John Nelson, president 
of the People’s Prohibition Associa- 
tion. Sentiment among the officials 
of the prohibition organization is de- 
decidedly opposed to dropping the 
matter with the disposition today of 
the case against Walter C. Findlay, 
former commissioner for the enforce- 
ment of the prohibition act, who 
pleaded guilty and paid a fine of 
$1,000 for the illegal importation of 
100 cases of rye whiskey into the pro- 
vince. Premier John Oliver announc- 
ed today that he was very desirous 
that the whole matter should be 
“probed to the bottom.” 

Attorney-General Farris stated in 
Victoria this afternoon that the inves- 
tigation was in the hands of the Van- 
couver police, and that “if any other 
form of inquqiry Is needed the prop- 
er steps will be taken.”

“If, by merely pleading guilty and 
paying a fine of $1,000 Findlay is per- 
mitted to escape, it will be a publie 
scandal.

RECORD WINTER 
WHEAT CROP IN 
U.S. PREDICTED 


To Be Larger by 80,000,000 Bush- 
els Than Best Previous 
Yield 


WASHINGTON, Dee. 16.-—A huge 
winter wheat crop, larger by 80,000,- 
000 bushels than any yield in the his- 
tory of American agriculture was 
forecast today by the department of 
agriculture. The government's ap- 
peal made before the coming of peace 
was in sight, saying an acreage of 47,- 
500,000 was desirable, and the guaran- 
teed price of $2.20 a bushel for wheat, 
stimulated extraordinary effort on the 
part of the farmers, said the depart- 
ment’s announcement, As a result, 
49,027,000 acres were planted during 
a long and almost perfect season, The 
fall growing season has been one of 
the finest ever known, resulting in the 
crop being in the best condition ever 
recorded on December 1, and giving 
promise of heavy yields. Allowing 
for the average spring abandonment 
of acreage due to winter killing, the 
department announced that winter 
wheat gives promises of a total pro- 
duction of 765,000,000 bushels. An 
average spring wheat crop would 
Place next year’s production beyund a 
billion bushels and exceed the record 
crop of 1915, Last year's spring wheat 
production was 363,000,000 bushels,

RECEPTION 


Field Marshal Reaches the City 
Thursday — Will Drive to 


Buckingham Palace 


LONDON, Dec. 16.—(British Wire- 
less)—Field Marshal Sir Douglas Haig, 
commander-in-chief of the British 
forces in France, will arrive in Eng- 
land next Thursday morning with a 
staff of distinguished officers. After 
landing at the dockyards in Dover, the 
field marshal and ‘his party will drive 
from the sea front to the admiralty 
pier station, where a civic address will 
be presented to the field marshal. 
Later Sir Douglas will drive to the 
town hall. Lady Haig will be pres- 
ent. Leaving Dover the field marshal 
is expected to arrive in London in the 
early afternoon, where he will be met 
by the Duke of Connaught, on behalf 
of King George. An imposing mili- 
tary welcome is being arranged by 
the war office.

The crowds dis- 
played no hostility and appeared to be 
merely curious,

On the War Path Again. 

The best news that has come 
from Petrograd for a long time is 
that Grand Duke Nicholas is in 
command of a force of ‘Cossacks in 
southern Russia. He it was who in 
the early stages of the war chased 
the army of Austria around cen- 
tral Europe with an army that had 
neither artillery, rifles nor ammu- 
nition.’ As the Allies control the 
Black Sea his forces from this on 
should not want supplies, and giv- 
en the Cossacks and supplies he is 
likely to make trouble for the Bol- 
sheviki on a large scale, That they 
have not been able to murder him 
is in itself significant of the influ- 
ence he must have among the peo- 
ple of southern Russia. 


A Large Job. 

The Belgians want the peace 
conference to go back to 18389 and 
restore to them territory then giv- 
en to Germany, together with con- 
trol of the Schelt river from Ant- 
werp to the sea. 

It will be difficult for the Allies 
to refuse to consider any claim 
Belgium may advance. But if the 
peace conference is to be made a 
general court for the readjustment 
of European boundary lines in ac- 
cord with ancient claims there is 
no telling when its labors will end, 
what the future map of Europe 
will look like, or whether the issue 
of the conference will be perman- 
ent peace or chronic war. 

The map of Europe has been re- 
made so often that probably no 
boundary on the continent can be 
so drawn that a claim cannot be 
set up that at an earlier date the | 
boundary was somewhere else; 
and these historic claims are pretty 
likely to be set up and vigorously 
supported.

Unloading On the Public. 

Having taken over the railways, 
the Government of the United 
States is now wondering how to 
get rid of them. 

Under Government manage- 
increased as heavily as in Canada 
and the roads given the supposed 
benefit of unity of management 
and control, there have been heavy 
losses in operation, which the tax- 
payers have to make good. Natur- 
ally the Government does not want 
the roads. 

But neither do the ownérs. The 
roads were taken over under terms 
which yield them a large revenue 
with less worry than they got by 
operating them, If they take them 
back it is generally admitted it will 
only be on condition that the for- 
mer restrictions and regulations be 
so relaxed that they will be able to 
make as much money as they are 
now getting from the Government 
for their use. 

In the end, of course, the public 
will pay. Whether they do it by 
continuing to make up the deficits 
of Government operation, or by 
allowing the railway companies to 
take back the roads on their own 
conditions, is only a circumstance. 
Mr. McAdoo suggests a compro- 
mise as the way of getting free of 
the embarrassing railways. He 
would have them operated for five 
years as a Government undertak- 
ing and then given back to the 
companies—on such terms, of 
course, as the companies would ac- 
cept. 

At that, the United States tax- 
payer is in a favored position as 
compared to his neighbor on this 
side of the line. Our Government 
has taken over one transcontinen- 


| tal and is in process of negotiating 


for another; and they are not be- 
ing taken over for war use but as 
permanent responsibilities. The 
U.S, taxpayer may escape the con- 
sequences of Government opera- 
tion in time by bribing the railway 
companies to take the roads off his 
hands. The Canadian taxpayer is 
being saddled with the conse- 


agement ‘for keeps.”’

Recent attempts to estrange the 
United States from its allies on the 
eve of the International Conference 
may be ascribed to either political or 
pro-German motives. Mere dull stu- 
Pidity is at the botto.a of the effort of 
such papers as the Toronto Daily News 
to promote rivalry between Canada 
and other British dominions over the 
question of precedence at the peace 
table. The sponsors of the separatist 
policy are the sycophants with whom 
Sir Robert Borden surrounds himself 
and in whose treacly adulation he ap- 
pears to find delight. 

Tuft-hunting is, at times, a permis- 
sible pastime for such Yellowplushes 
as enjoy it; nor is self-conceit a crim- 
inal offence, But when the combina- 
tion of the two threatens to provoke 
discord just as does anti-allied Yankee- 
doodleism across the border, it is time 
to cry a halt. It is time to beseech the 
flunkeys of the Premier's court ‘to 
straighten—if they are able—their 
bowed backs and look facts in the face. 

The myth that Sir Robert Borden 
is a great statesman has been studi- 
ously fostered by his high-priests and 
his acolytes; but {tt is still a myth. 
For evidence of this it is needless to 
search back into the

That 
difference of mind will not permit the 
achievements of the Canadian army 
to be used as a bill board, wherein to 
placard fulsome and unearned praise 
of any civilian, no matter hcw he mea- 
sures his own merit. Yet that is pre- 
cisely what !s being attempted by 
members of Sir R. L. Borden's syco- 
phant press. And against that inde- 
cent procedure, in ordinary respect to 
the true earners of Canada's laurels, 
strenuous objection must be taken. 

The real reason that the Borden 
press wants the Prime minister to at- 
tend the Peace Conference is that the 
Right Honorable Sir Robert Laird 
Borden, K.C.M.G., is himself anxious 
to be there. His reason may be de- 
duced from his own frequent betrayal 
of a great and growing weakness in 
his make-up. 

True, it in represented that the 
Prime Minister’s presence overseas 
is necessary to secure after-war or- 
ders for Cana la's products and manu- 
factures. If so, heaven help its fac- 


tories and its farms. The absolute fu- | 


tility of his Ministry of Trades and 
Commerce, its entire blindness to op- 
portunity in the early days of muni- 
tlon-making, are unanswerable counts 
in the indictment against the states- 
manship of the man upon whim must 
be placed the ultimate blame for the 
diversion of millions of dollars’ worth 
of business from this country to fs 
neighbor. Sir Robert Borden, disguis- 
ed as a commercial traveller, is such 
a spectacle as to bring laughter from 
a mummy as inanimate as his own 
trade policy has been. A_ willing- 
ness to yield the stage to better creden- 
tialled business men 
as evidence that Sir Robert's eyes were 
opening. Instead of that, he signals 
to his clique. And now they appiaud! 
Shall the disgraceful conditions of 
Canada's hospital system be regard- 
ed as tokens of the Borden statesinan- 
ship? Shall such haphazard prepara- 
tions as have been tardily begun for de- 
mobilization and readjustment be ac- 
cepted as proof that the Prime Min- 
ister is cognizant of the problems 
which confront the country and is 
capable of grappling with them? 
Surely the time has come to recog- 
nize that the Prime Minister was lifted 
to power by a pro-Canadian policy 
which he reluctantly championed, and 
sustained there by anti-allen legisla- 
tion against which he fought with such 
energy as he could muster. Towards 
winning of the war he has contribut- 
ed nothing but willingness and medi- 
ocrity. either quality 1s so rare that 
it justifies canonization of its posses- 


sor. 
Neither is so rare that its discovery 
among the attributes of Canada's 
Prime Minister justifies assault upon 
the basic principle of Imperialism; 
which principle is that the Mother- 
land and the overseas dominions of 
the British Empire are bound together 
by joint necessities and common aspir- 
ations. Peace does not weaken a kin- 
ship which had such marvellous mani- 
festation in time of war. There may 
arise, of course, minor diffevences; 
which need not, however, be threshed 
out for the edification of any interna- 
tional convention. But, tn the main, 
any terms of peace which are satis- 
factory to Great Britain will satisfy 
Canada, A myriad of Bordens would 
not win one concession which a 
single Lioyd George omits to secure, 
Mediocrity cannot succeed where 
statesmanship fails; and all the 
wind in the world will not make an 
ox of our frog. Canada has no prob- 
lems that are not those of all the 
other component parts of the Empire. 
Fortunately, the Empire is in no such 
srry straits as the Toronto News pre- 
tends. No disaster impends if Sir 
Robert's “strong personality and ripe 
statesmanship” are not stripped for

With 
loss of Lorraine, Germany has 
been deprived of hef greatest iron re- 
sources, The whole of the Longwy- 
Briey iron district is again in the 
hands of ghe French. The occupa- 
tion of Lorraine should increase the 
production of iron ore in France to 
43,000,000 tons, and decrease that of 
Germany to 7,500,000 tons per an- 
num, 

It is of interest to note that in 1870, 
when Germany imposed terms on 
France, Prussian statesmen believed 
that they had taken from France all 
the fron-producing distriet in Lor- 
raine. In this point they were greatly 
mistaken as it was later found out 
that the iron ores, 
“minettes” (oolitic Mmonites), occur 
in flat beds dipping gently towards 
the southwest. It Was not many years 
before the French geologists proved 
by diamond drilling that.the actual 
iron ore reserves in France were con- 
siderably greater than those On the 
German side of the newly formed 
boundary. This fact has been a dire 
disappointment to Germany § ever 
since. 

In 1909 the German empire, includ- 
ing Luxemberg, produced 25,500,000 
tons of tron ore. About 16,000,000 
tons of this output came from Lor- 
raine. In 1918 Germany produced

It will be noted by my correspond- | 
enee of December 10, that the chief | 
question which I appeared to feature | 
was your attitude towards Union Gov. !

strictly federal question. Inseparably 
this, however, are 
many other questions, some of which 
are treated in the subheads of my 


one. The War Time Election Act Is 
a strict invasion, in my estimation, of 


dalous in itself. Until the time of its 
passing, and many years prior, the 
provincial franchise had been taken as 
the basis of federal franchise. So that 
the War Time Election Act deiber- 
ately violated provincial rights and 
autonomy. The land settlement 
scheme to which I also referred which 
is being promulgated by Honorable 
Mr. Calder, also looks for the inter- 
locking of provincial and Dominion 
a manner as will 
leave the former financially dependent | 
upon the latter, which it has every in-| 


diecation of doing. There is already | 
in existence a contract between this| 
province and the Dominion dealing | 


with labor and certain other questions 
under the Agricultural Instruction Act 
which no reasonable man can take ex- 
ception to, but which after all, seems 
to be taken as a criterion for the fur- | 
ther merging of Dominion and prov- 
incial questions as above referred to, 
In addition to this there is the prop- 
osal to aid technical education and 
there is also an attractive and almost 
famiastic scheme of housing, to say 
nothing of another attempt at Dom- 
infon administration of highways. All| 
these things may or may not be good 
in themselves, but they surely all 
prove that the provinces are not now 
in receipt of sufficient subsidies to 
Properly administer their respective 
local activities, If this is so, then the 
proper solution would seem to be to 
increase our provincial subsidies in- 
stead of tying every province up tn- 
separably to the centra government 
at Ottawa, no matter what govern- 
ment may happen to be there. There 
is therefore to me a danger to the| 
autonomy, not only of this province, 
but of all our provinces in the situa- 
tion that is arising from week to week 
and from day to day and to which I 
have previously referred. And all 
these things are inseparably tied up 
with the question of Union Govern- 
ment, and this province's relationship, 
mainly through you, with that govern, 
ment, It is because of this I have been 
so insistent that Saskatchewan's gov- 
ernment should be absolutely free to 
deal with each of these questions 
purely on its merits ,and that cannot | 
well be done with the well-known 
political intimacy between the Minis- 
ter of Immigration and yourself. : 

It will also be noted in my corres- 
pondence with you that I speak of 
passing through a veritable Gethse- 
mane in connection with the pros- 
pective legislative program for the 
session in which we are now entering. 
Obviously I could not very well par- 
ticularize what this legislation was in 
advance of the legislation itself being 
brought down, When it is brought 
down I will endeavor to show cause 
why I so strongly disagreed with it. !
